ln the remarkable discourse of Haron Charles Dapin, on the causes of the 
commercial crisis in France, some facts are cited with regard to the Bank of 
France aad its man ent which are deserving of notice, as it has been 
taxed on many cecasions not only with being deficient in liberality, but alse 
with keeping back the cust y t of ne lation at a moment 
when most wanted. It is here shown, on the contrary, that the bank had 
considerably enla the », here of ite operations to meet the pressure of the 
times, aod that the amount of i.e discounts, which in the flourishing year 
1896, had been 774,690,880 franes, and in the less prosperous year 1437 
721,201 ,045f,, wae increased last year to #87,292,493f., that is, more in 1858 
over 1497 than 4,000,000/, Nor was this the whole extent of the service 
rendered to commerce by the bank, for the same referred to represent only 
its operations in Paris, At its various branches in the provinces the dis- 
counts were inecreared from 25,000,000f. in 1637, to A4,0U0,000f. in 18358, 
Exclusive of the additions! ace dation thus afforded, there are six de. 
partmental or branch banks, established on principles vas to those of 
the chief bask, whose operations show a similar resalt, the discounts, which 
in 1897 were 925,158,0007. in amount, having reached in 1896 the sum of 
951,728,000f. Thus the tote! additional mo t of db t business 
throughout the country by the Haak of Fracce and the departmental banks 
for the year 1854 over 1457 was about 253,000,000f,, or above 9,000,000/.

CORNISH HIGH. PRESSURE, EXPANSIVE, CONDENSING 
STEAM-ENGINE AT CARLISLE. 
[From a Cor-espondent.) ° 

Oa Saturday last, the 25th alt., the engine manufactured in Cornwall by 
Messrs. Harvey and Co., of Hayle, from the specifications and plans of that 
eminent Cornish engineer, William West, for the Carlisle Canal Company, 
commenced working. The directors having assembled at twelve, ia a fow 
minutes after, the engive was started by Me. Halsom, the chairman, aad 
Mr. West, who had «rrived from Corawall for that purpose. The volume of 
water seat forth excited universal surprise amongst the numerous gentlemen 
and artizans whom curiosity had drawa to the spot, and was gratifylag im 
the highest degree to the directors and proprietors of the company. 

The engine (named the ‘ Eden") is set up for the purpose of supplying 
the Carlisie Canal with water from the river Edea. The height the water 
bas to be lifted is about ARy-six feet; the steam cylinder ie sixty inches die 
ameter ; that of the pamp forty-five (the langest of the hind tn the kingdom) > 
iength of stroke ten feet. Ta less than two wiautes, the hugens of those as 
sembied announced that water bad deea lifted to the pamp-head, wheace it was

On every pit-bill as they call it, that is, on the d that sur t 
the pit made by the earth thrown out in digging it, the colliers bave « cabin, 
often built of coal. In this they keep a good fire in cold weather, and here, 
when they have done their work, they often sit and drink ale and make 
merry. A rude and uncouth crew they look ; yet I found them a very 
honest, good natured set of fellows ; and I delighted to sit on a great coal 
with them, and hear them tell their country stories, of which they have 
abundance, and ** many a random shot of coantry wit.'’ One very odd 
custom they have, and that is giving a nickname to every workman; and 
what is odder still, this is said to be the custom in every part of the country 
where there are colliers. You might live amongst them for months before 
you would get to hear their real names. You would hear them calling 
one another ovly by such names as these :—Stump, Swimp, Drummer, 
Old Soul, Moon-eye, Gentleman Tom, Bogard Tom (Bogard is a ghost), 
Old Strokes, Two Powers, Kettle-bender, and Crack-a-marble. These 
were names all known to me; and what is as singular, everybody and 
everything was called old; mere lads, dogs, cats, horses, or anything that 
they spoke of familiarly were old. It wasa term not expressive of age, 
but of good fellowship. 

Many a day did I use to spend amongst these black and honest mortals. 
I used to climb upon their stacks of coals, that extended far and wide, a 
sable wilderness, and there | found many a treasure of wagtails’ nests. At 
length | mustered courage to go down a pit—yes, down one of those 
dreadful gulphs of which no bottom could be seen, but up which came a 
thin blue vapour, and a sound of falling waters. I was arreyed in a flannel 
frock, swch as the coiliers all wear, lent me by a pitboy, and a round 
crowned hat without brim, well stuffed with bay. Ia this guise a collier 
seated himself on the chain, and taking me on his knee, we were swung off 
over the pit-mouth. Ob! it was a terrible moment, and made me sick 
and giddy. The rope appeared to dwindle to ao hair, and below | dared 
not look, but I thought to what a borrible unknown depth I was going [ 
Dowa, however, we went. Around us gushed water from the bricks which 
lined the side of the pit, and fell with « dreary, splashing sound, fer, far 
below. Anon, I looked up—the daylight appeared only a small, circular, 
intense speek, like a star above me; and presently I heard below human 
volees sounding deeply like echoes. To my vast delight we soon felt the 
solid ground beneath us. A collier unhooked my protector from his chain 
and we stood at the entrance of a region of darknesa. 

What a wild, gloomy, and strange scene! A black cavern of immense 
extent was before me, shown by « few glimmering lights, We went on 
good way; when, suddenly, I sew two rows of lights barning, one on the 
right, the other on the left. These were the lights by which the colliers 
were at work getting the coal. The face of the coal where they work they 
call a “benk.”” One is the deep “ benk,’” the other is the basset 
“ benk.”” Here the poor fellows sit on the ground, with their sharp 
picks, undermining « certain quantity of the coal measured and marked 
out with chaik, or in their language.—boling a stint. Thea comes the 
hammerman with his hammer, and driving his wedge in above, down 
comes the mass of coal, and they loed it on the canf and garlands, and a 
little pony draws it along « little railway to the pit-mouth, where it is 
drawn up for ase.
